Upon reviewing your application, it was noted that you are accepting 
flammable liquids in a very limited amount. However, Lehrer Sanitary 
Landfill is not licensed to accept toxic and hazardous wastes. To help 
determine if the quantity of toxic and hazardous material is significant 
this office is requesting the following information: 


l. A list of chemical and trade names of all toxic and hazardous wastes 
accepted. 


2. The average monthly toxic and hazardous waste quantities in both 
pounds and gallons disposed of at the site. 


If the toxic and hazardous wastes are determined to be a significant 
quantity, information such as soil borings will be required to determine 
if the site is acceptable as a toxic and hazardous waste disposal site. 


This office is requesting that the above listed items be submitted to 
this office as soon as possible so that processing of your application 
can continue.
